F irst 
Presbyterian 
church

A rlington Heights will celebrate 
a ts 94th anniversary w ith a Rally 
M ay program 
This church was 
organized in 1856 w ith a char­ 
ter m em bership of 17, and has 
since enjoyed a steady growth 
both in size and service to the 
com m unity. 
This grow th has been especial­ 
ly m arked the past five or six 
years, doring w’hich 
tim e 
the 
m em bership has almost doubled. 
In 1910, when the congregation 
of 128 had 
outgrow n 
the old 
a 
building and plans were being 
discussed for a new edifice, the 
Rev. Jam es T. Ford, then pastor, 
rem arked, “Should 
the church 
continue to increase at the same 
rate during the next 50 years as 
it has during the past five, the 
ch u rch w’ill easily have a m em ­ 
bership of 350.” 
It would startle Mr. Ford, and 
others who perhaps considered 
him a visionary, to know that 
the present 
edifice 
at 302 N. 
^V inton, dedicated in 1912. has 
^ 5een the roster sw’ell in 38 years’ 
tim e to about 660, or very near­ 
ly twice the num ber he fore­ 
told. 
FIRST 
Presbyterian 
church 
had its earliest beginnings in a 
barn belonging to W. H. Dun- 
ton, one of the earliest settlers 
here in w’hat was then known 
as W est W heeling. 
This little 
group, comprised of a variety of 


denominations, largely Congrega­ 
tional, met for the first time 
Septem ber 28. 1855, and decided 
to adopt the Presbyterian creed 
and form of government. 
In the following year, a church 
edifice was built on land donat­ 
ed 
by 
Mr. 
Dunton, . and 
the 
church form ally organized with 
the Rev. David H. Kingsley as 
pastor. The present m inister, the 
Rev. C. Victor Browm, wras in­ 
stalled March 30, 1947, becoming 
the 20th pastor to occupy the 
pulpit of this historic church. 
The history of the First Pres­ 
byterian church is a history of 
Arlington Heights, the nam es of 
many of its early m em bers call­ 
ing to mind the progress and 
events which have 
made 
the 
village the large and thriving 
community it is today. Since its 
very beginning, the church has 
ministered to the needs, not only 
of its members, but of the entire 
community, 
so 
that 
it 
enjoys 
widespread esteem 
and 
affec­ 
tion. 
ALL FRIENDS and w ell-wish­ 
ers of the Presbyterian church, 
of w hatever belief or denom ina­ 
tion, are cordially invited to join

the fall of 1910. 
elected a m em ber of

A rlington Heights in 
1913 and served until 1915, when 
he was appointed village atto r­ 
ney. 
He also was attorney for 
the Village of Palatine for two 
years and for 
the

Mount Prospect for approxim ate­ 
ly fifteen years, and has repre­

chuck and w ater holes, which he 
had taken for use in the County

As recreation Mr. Thai form ­ 
erly played golf, but now spends

cial district as recommended by

was passed. 
This is the site of 
the new Illinois Bell Telephone 
company. 
It was agreed that the area 
in which homes are already con­ 
structed on N orthw’est highway 
in Arlington Ridge and A rling­ 
ton Park be 
reclassified 
from 
commercial to residential 
dis­ 
trict, and the attorney w’as in­ 
structed to draw up the ordin­ 
ance. The 25 lots from Princeton 
to Wilke w ill rem ain com m er­ 
cial. 
Objections have been filed 
against rezoning this property. 
The VFW property at 
Yale 
ave. and Northwest hwy. will be 
rezoned from residential to com­ 
mercial. and the ordinance is be­ 
ing prepared. 
This property will 
revert back to residential if the 
VFW ever sell s. 
M ayor Albert Goedke recom­ 
mended that the property south 
of Davis st. between Bristol lane 
and M ayfair rd. be rezoned from 
commercial to residential 
dis­ 
trict. 
This was turned over to 
the Zoning Board of Appeals. 
It was also brought out that 
the property’ on which the Scars­ 
dale Real Estate office stands is 
zoned for

and there is talk of putting

Story of Jewish 


extermination in Warsaw 


G hetto told 


One of the 
most 
appalling I 
books to come out of the war is 
the story of the hapless Warsaw 
Jews, told in The Wall by John 
Hersey. 
Although the charact­ 
ers and details are invented, the 
substance of the novel is true. 
It is difficult to imagine 
the 
Ghetto into which the Jew s were 
forced without such a story as 
John Hersey’s to show the ef- 
fects of the anti-Jewish feelings 
in Europe. 
Although the G er­ 
mans discriminated against the 
Poles, the Poles were to a large 
extent working with the G er­ 
mans against the Polish Jews. 
Individually a few helped: col­ 
lectively they seemed 
not 
to 
notice the life and death strug­ 
gle going on in the center of the 
city. 
The story is told by Noach 
Levinson as a day by day his­ 
tory. 
He is primarily interested 
in people, and in this record he 
follows a 
group 
who 
were 
closely allied from 
the 
time 
when the rumors of segregation 
started. 
They are a group worth 
knowing, and it is exciting 
to 
watch them develop under ad­ 
verse conditions. 
In a matter 
of months, all the 
Jews 
are 
herded behind a guarded wall 
which they had been forced to 
build. 
In less than three years 
the destruction of the Ghetto is 
complete, with only a handful of 
survivors left. 
Difficulties develop not only 
with their enemies outside the 
wall, but also between the Jew ­ 
ish groups within. 
Communists, 
Socialists and Zionists all have 
various ideas of ways to placate 
or to stop the steam-roller des­ 
tiny bearing down upon them.

A tenant must be satisfied if 
he is to succeed. 
That's why a 
landowner must make the leas­ 
ing arrangement attractive be­ 
fore he can demand a good job 
of farming from his tenant. 
That is the gist of the answer 
recently given by J. B. Cunning­ 
ham, farm tenancy specialist 
in 
the Illinois College of Agricul­ 
ture, to a Bureau County land­ 
owner who inquired about divid­ 
ing the costs of haling hay and 
straw , combining, filling silo, and 
grinding feed. 
This farm contained about 244 
acres of average-producing land 
in good condition. 
Landlord and 
ti nam jointly owned about 75 
head of cattle and 20 sows. 
Cunningham pointed nut that 
livestock farming increases the 
costs for labor, machinery, and 
most other items. 
The tenant 
should not be expected to carry 
all of these heavier costs. 
With a livestock-share lease, 
the landlord usually pays half 
the cost of 
combining, 
baling 
hay and straw', 
and 
grinding 
feed, the farm share of electric­ 
ity, and half the tractor fuel. 
Sometimes the landlord carries 
his share of these costs by pav­ 
ing a definite amount, like $1.50 
an acre for baling 
when 
the 
tenant owns the combine, or $1 
a month for electricity. Livestock 
equipment, such as movable hog 
houses, feeders, waterers, and so 
on, art1 often owned 50-50.

natural hazard, or is “disposed 
of because of other compelling 
reasons devoid of fault on 
the 
part of the veteran.”

V - A must have bee n relieved of 
liability in connection with the, 
government guarantee 
on

loan with no claim having l>«*en 
made against it.

DEFIN ING 
“Other com­ 
pelling reasons.” V-A

to restore the used entitlement 
would

rn a “substantial 
hardship” to the veteran.
